Orb of 
Day Wilt Be ObscnrecLfor Nearly Tno 
,'. Jlliiiitei"— Tlio Kvettt I« Attrnctlua 
' TVorld-Wltle Attention. 

The forthcoming total' eclipse of the 
sun,, on May-.28, Is attracting world-wide 
attention, - and- as tronomers- every where 
have long been making preparations, for 
observing and photographing the phenom- 
enon, Besides making thc'usunl time'. ob- 
servations,! interest largely^ centers-in pho-. 
tographirig-. tho corona,., ^he^'coropal' 
strenmcrs, the. spectra, of * tbc chromo- 
sphere, and particularly .the 'celebrated 
flash spectrum appearing [.both -at begin- 
ning and end of totality. -Fortunately for 
us, it will bc:possible to witness thephe-' 
nomenan from many sections of the Unit-; 
cd Stutes, On the occasion of the last' 
eclipse scientists who desired to study 
the sun 8n ring the brief period of totality 
hurried "Io western Indin.and many of" 
them were successful In 1 obtaining cxceK 
icnt photographs of the great" event. 

On May 28 the circular shadow of'tbe 
mooii cast by the Bun upon the earth' and 
about eighty miles in, diameter, will com o 
sweeping across the American continent, 
from New Orleans to Onpb' Henry." Along 
: tho center of the path traveled by this 
swiftly moving shadow the BUn will Ue 
completely hidden far a period of nbout 
two mimiies, /More than -forty, miles 
away, on either. 'aide .of the track the 
eclipse ,wlll : be -.partial, not .total. To 
ivltncss this nstronoihlcnl marvel It will 
only be. necessary 
to take up a'favor- 
nbld position in the 
State of Mississip- 
pi,"-. Georgia,' -South 
Carolina, -Nor t'h. 
Carolina or Vir- 
ginia. 'As.lt has

since an eclipse has occurred under cir- 
cumstances so favorable to American as* 
tronojners, ' It will undoubtedly be wit- 
nessed ' by thousands of students who 
have felt regret that previous exhibitions 
have occurred at distances no great as to 
prevent* them from witnessing the events. 

An eclipse of. the, sun tliat will be vis- 
iblo to us can occur only when the moon 
Is now., At thnt "time she passes exactly 
betweon us mid the stin. If nn eclipse 
should happen when she wns at her least 
distance from us,, say 2112,000 miles nwny, 
the- apex of the shadow would pass over 
our heads ut a distance of many thou- 
sands of miles. la the flrat Instance- the 
eclipse will be totnl nlimg the path made 
by .the falling shadow. In the second 
instance the eclipse will be annular, as 
the moon will be so diminished thnt at no 
time will she be able' to completely ob- 
scure the sun. 

Prof, Lnngley, who Is an authority 
upon sun eclipses, Is enthusiastic in anti- 
cipation of the. exhibition that is to bo 
given next May. "Such eclipses,' he 
says,- ''arc impressive and nwful to tbc 
last degree and must be seen to be np- 
prcclntcd. A total eclipse of tho sun is 
worth' a -"journey round the world to bo- 
hold': and repetition docs not dull the in- 
terest." 

According to the calculations oM'rof, 
Lumsilrm, the round black shadow of tho 
moon, like n great arm, will sweep In out 
of space some -time after sunrise on tho 
morning of Mny 28.: This gigantic inn 
will come Into con fact with the earth 
somewhere rear the. Ilevllla Glgedojsl- 
ands In tho Tad fie ocenn. With tremen- 
dous velocity the shadow will rush to- 
ward the mnlnlaud arid will enter Mexico; 
near Corricntcs, nt n speed of more than 
100 miles a minute. - In eight minutes It 
will hn?el crossed the Ilocky mountains, 
nnd by 7:30 central or 8 :,''0 eastern Umo 
It will have crossed the gulf and entered 
Mexico. Then "on" It will pass, over its 
selected path,- until It Is lost again In' 
space. 

Tho period of totality of the eclipse Vfl-* 
rlcs at different poliits :a!ong tho track, - 
At the Ilocky. mountains the spectacle 
will laflt-but.nboiit thirty seconds, nnd 
at;New Orleans tlie period /will have beett 
lengthened thirty-seven seconds.* At Un- 
ion Point, Green County, Georgja, tho 
center of [tlie path' for the United Btntes, 
the time of totality will bo ninety-two 
seconds, while t hone who we fit the 1 At- 
lantic 'coast, -Just south of tho city of 
Norfolk, will bo able to continue their 
observations' for 105 'seconds. 

Whllp the occasion will be n most in- 
teresting ono to all who ore able to wit- 
ness the' phenomenon to. astronomers tho 
event will be of the utmost Importance, 
as there arc several questions Hint they 
hope to be able ,to_ answer after they 
have made' their next; observations. One 
of the fnost Important' problems relates 
to the composition and arrangement of 
the various layqrs of vapor and dust that 
envelope the sun as with an atmosphere. 
Another relates to. the existence and posi- 
tion ol what Is sometimes called the "re- 
versing layer."

Therefore none of" the 
Ainerl enti s* wa s won hded ,* Lieut. " Balcb , 
with twenty cavalrymen from the Thirty- 
seventh regiment, cornered fifty bolomen 
in a river and shot every one, the bodies 
floating away. One soldier had his head 
struck ofE with a bob. 

Gen, Bell's , two regiments arc hard 
worked In clearing the country. They 
meet with ninny small sqnads of bolomen 
and last week killed a total of 125; Gen. 
Bell has Issued a proclamation declaring 
that he will retaliate relentlessly unless 
this guerrilla -warfare ceases and thut 
he will burn all the towns which harbor 
guerrillas.

daughters of the. imported cow Katydid, 
No. 2053, H. F. H. B^ that gave me over 
sixty pounds of milk in one day and made 
over fifteen pounds of butter in a week, 
before the Babcock: test was invented: If 
Mr. Stanton uses tbe same judgment in 
handling his cattle and their product as ho 
does in selecting and buying them, he will 
be in tho front rank of Illinois dairymen 
before he realizes it.

Rural Free Delivery Proves a Success. 
"Tbe credit of rural free delivery belongs 
almost exclusively to tho McKinley adrn in- 
iBtration,' 1 said Perry S. Heath, first as- 
sistant postmaster general. "A movement 
to broaden the free delivery of tho mails 
was begun by Postmaster General Wana- 
maker under the administration of General 
Harrison. It took the form of village free 
. delivery, and czfeniled, as an experiment, 
-the plan of delivering mails by carriers, as 
existing in cities of 10,000 population or 
810,000 gross postal receipts, to forty or 
fifty selected villages of less population and 
smaller postal receipts. 

"The experiment was a success as for as 
it went, but since the 4th of March, 1897, 
nearly 100,000 rural homes in all. parts of 
the United States have been brought into 
close touch with the rest of the world by a 
daily visit of tbe rural postman. 

"The initiation of some form of free de- 
livery which should reach tbe heretofore 
isolated rural communities was forced upon 
the last administration in its closing year 
by congress responsive to the wishes of the 
people. Forty-four rural experiments were 
reluctantly started, some of them in com- 
munities which neither asked nor appre- 
ciated the service. • It was difficult to find 
euch localities, but some were found, and 
the service was started there, apparently 
with the purpose of bringing rural free 
delivery into disrepute and demonstrating 
its impracticability. 

"It is possible this result might have 
been achieved in time, but under tbe vivi- 
fying influence of a postal policy rural free 
delivery at once sprand into vigorous life. 
The appropriations were increased by con- 
gress from $50,000 to $150,000 the second 
year and 8450,000 tbe third year. On the 
2d of April, 1900, close upon 1,000 rural 
routes had been established, some of them 
serving as many as 1,200 or 1,500 people 
daily, the average being 750 persons to a 
route. Not one state which has naked for 
the service has been left unrepresented, 
The good work is still going on. Nothing 
short of a revolution can now check it. ' 

"Three years' experience has shown that 
the rural free delivery service is not inor- 
dinately expensive. It costs very' little 
more than the old colonial style of postal 
service which it supersedes, and it invar- 
iably brings a large and compensating 
increase in the amount of mail matter 
handled and consequently -in the amount 
of -postal receipts turned into the treasury. 
But even if .it ■ does cost more than the 
obeoleto old plan, are not the farmers en- 
titled to some of tbe benefits of the govcrn- 
. ment which they help so liberally to sup- 
port by their taxation?"

In a Jin If hour's, time' from tbefoiitbraik 
the Haines were beyond ? (he control, of 
hot h- the fire depart incuts of Hull and Ot- 
tawa, .and within an incredible- space of 
lime had swept a pathway n mile long 
.through, Hull, leaped n cross the narrow 
!part of the river nt tlie. Chau al'i re falls, 
rand bad gained a footing among the lum- 
ber. piles on the Ottawa side. From 
thence It- cut a wide swath" through the 
whole of the western portion of Ottawa, 
through Bocheslcrvllle, and Into the 'sub- 
urb of Ilintoiiburg.'- The pathway of the 
(lames wns about five miles In length. 
.Most of. the buildings, which were burn- 
ed 'nt the outset were wooden, and the 
flames, 'forced by* the' high wind" licked 
them up lltce shavings. Household ef- 
fects that were carfled'*Iiit'o the "streets', 
an'dVsueh ns were placed upon carts for 
removal, were cuiumiucd ' in. many In- 
stances where they Btood. 

The. whole Industrial district of Ottawa 
has been completely .wiped out. This in- 
cludes. I he great factories of Q. B. Eddy, 
consisting of woodworking, mnt'eh, pulp, 
nnd paper faciei les, valued nt $1,500,000. 
The large lumber mills ^o-f Booth, Brou- 
son, the. Hull Luinboi' Company, (JJImour 
& Hiigeson, and others, togetlier with 
the flour mills of McKuy, were also de- 
stroyed. As n. result 7,000 operators arc 
thrown out of employment and 20,000 
persons rendered homeless in both cities. 

About 100,000,000 feet of manufactur- 
ed "pine lumber lias been consumed. 
Practically the whole of^the city of Hull 
Is blotted out, and had the wind been 
blowing from a westerly direction, noth- 
ing could have saved Ottawa from like 
destruction. •' 

The' Ore origin n fed, It Ib said, from n 
defective chimney, but 'not nn hour had 
elapsed' after It had gained a foothold 
on the Ottawa Bide when (1 time's were 
seen to brenk but in three different places 
in that- city' over nn extent of two miles 
from the- river side.

The Ottawa Electric Company's princi- 
pal power house 'was burned early in the 
day nnd the street car service wns put 
out of business. The Parliament' build- 
lugs were at one time threatened by' the 
bunting timbers which floated down the 
river and several times set the bushes 
In the escarpment aflame. AH business 
In the city was suspended and the 1 lease 
of Commons met for a few minutes.' then 
adjourned. 

Many serious accidents happened, but 
so far as reported there hnvc been only 
three fatal I tic a, one being that of Chief 
Bcnoit, of the I full fire brigade, who 
wns so seriously burned that he died, but; 
with" such n Jargo and rapidly spreading 
fire the death list .must he larger, 
■ Tlie Canadian Pacific Hallway depot 
and much rolling Block standing In the 
yards wns wiped up by the names. The 
Iron traffic bridge, which .Is the only one 
at present between Ottnwa nnd. Hull, Is 
also- gone and travel can now only be 
made by. ferry. 

A conservative estimate of . the total 
loss so. far sustained by tlie two cities is 
placed at from $15,000,000 to $20,000,- 
000, of which the Jobs in lumber alone 
wllI"ainount to over $10,000,000. .
